to-day, following a verdict of the 
court martlal, which was: “Gullly on 
all counts”, . 


Han was found guilty of disobey- 
ing military orders, and evacuating 


Tsinan and other important military 
areas. 


The late General Han. Fuechu was 
Chairman of the Honan Political 
Council in 1928 and Chairman of the 
Shantung Council in 1930, Later he 
became Commandcr-in-Chief of the 
Third Army Corps and the Third 
Route Army. At the outbreak of the 
present hostiitics he was charged 
with the defence of Shantung. He 
was 47 years of age. 


It is reported that General Feng 
Yu-ehsiang telegraphed to Han Fue 
chu‘some time ago and urged him 
to attend a military conference at 
Kalfeng, at which .there were 160 
military leaders, belleved to include 
Generals Chu Teh and Peng Te-hual, 
General Han arrived in an armoured 
car full of bodyguards. During the 
conference, General Liu Chih berated 
Han for his lack of resistance, the 
Shantung general replying that the 
enemy was too strong. An argument 
resuited, and General Han left in a 


Gendarmes presented Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek’s | warrant for 
Gencral Han's arrest. A fight ensued 
and Han's bodyguards were over- 
powered, Han being sent to Hankow, 

It ts reported that Han Fu-chu 
refused to blow up Tsingtao, where 
upon Shen Hung-lich carried out the 
orders of the Central Government, 
having evaded Han Fa-chu's cmis- 
sarles who were sent to execute him.

Minseito Member Asks 
For Reticence 


Tokyo, Jan. 24. 

Cubinet ministers, with the ex- 
ception of the Premler and Foreign 
Minister, should refrain from dis- 
cussing Japan's diplomatic relations 
jn order to preciude unfavourable 
criticism, j 

This sugdestion was made to-day 
by Mr, Kosaka, electric power 
magnate and member of the Minselto 
in a pointed interpellation in the 
House of Peers, 

It was greeted with lusty applause 
by the proverbially well behaved 
members of the House, who seldom 
cheer during speeches or debates.” 

Mr. Kosaka stressed that the public 
should maintaln silence because the 
current situation was grave, He 
urged the Government to listen to the 
silent voice of the nation In effecting 
the gonduct of national policies along 
the nes desired by the nation and 
to take a cautious altitude in the 
personnel of the administration. 

Mr, Kosaka then referred to the 
Interview given by the Minister for 
Home Affairs, Admiral Suetsugo, 
which was published in the January 
issue of the magazine Kalzo. 

He asked what Prince Konoye and 
Mr. Hirota thought of Admiral 
Suctsugo alring his views, He also, 
criticised the Home Minister for the 
statement made en December 12,

CAUTIOUS ATTITUDE 

In reply Prince -Konoye pledged 
himself to a more cautious attitude Ir 
the personnel of the administration. 
He sald that Japan now refused to 
have any further deallngs with Chiang 
Kai-shek’s administration and at the 
same time expected the organisation 
of such new regimes in North China 
and elsewhere In China as would co- 
operate with Japan.

Admiral Suctsugo replylng to the 
interpellation, regretted his Interview 
had invited misunderstanding abroad.

Admiral Suetsugu also: remarked 
that the interview had been given 
before he assumed the portfolio of 
Home Affairs. He said, “In short, it 
fs uscless resistance if kept up by 
China, hoping ayainst hope, the only 
result of which would be reducing 
the whole of China to ashes. I be- 
Neve this would not only be a great 
misfortune for China but also for 
the outside world, especially for 
Japan and Britain. Therefore I 
think: It is Impossible for a wise 
Britain to assist China and add to 
China's misfortune, If Britain 
should do so, however, in my opinion 
Japan must endeavour however hard 
to seck Britain's reconsideration.” 

Admiral Suctsugu snid that it was 
diMcult to define liberalism and de 
mocracy, but he pointed out conerete 
cases In which the Kuomintang had 
instructed its agents to make social 
democracy a hotbed for Communism. 
It was necessary therefore for the 
police authorities to watch the soctal 
and democratic organisations in con- 
trolling the Communlsts. 

The Home ‘Minister In conclusion 
_said_that such Mberallsm_as_negated 
private ownership disregards the ir- 
terests of the State and stressed that 
individual {recdom must be recone 
sidered in the present emergency 
which was confronting Japan.— 
Reuter.

BURNS AMONG HIS AIN | 


T° us who cin only think of Robert 
Burns ns the natlonal poct of 
Scotland it may be difficult to con- 
ceive the impress!on which he created 
among hls oln folk in Ayrshire, For 
in the farmhouses of clghteenth- 
century Scotland it was not so much 
the poct and the thinker who was 
honoured as the brilliant raconteur 
who could keep a party going for 
hours on cnd. 

Mlustrating this side of the poct Is 

ithe story of the old farmer whose 
douce wife was somewhut senndalised 
because the whole houschold were ro 
curried away by the wit and drollery 
of the poct, “An’ he’s nacthing but 
an idle, gossiping Ind," she stormed, 
“wi neither sense nor seripusnesa to 
keep him richt.”

OPPOSITION FROM

Control is stendily gathering from north, cast, south and west. 


Durlng the Inst few days two de- 
cisions of the Board have given rise 
to some irritatlon—the refusal of the 
Doard, in provocative terms, to co- 
operate ‘with the Natlonal Boxing 
Association (formerly the Boxers’ 
Unlon). in the’ suggested task of 
removing certain evils from the 
sport,’ and the Intimation to the 
National Sporting Club that in fu- 
ture the Club would not have the 
right to send a representative to sit 
on the Southern, Branch unless he 
were elected. 

"The effect of the. first decision is 
bound to be to stiffen the hostility 
of some members of the N.B.A. to 
the Board, for they already take 
the view that the Board will do 
nothing -In the matter of “sweated 
Inbour” said to prevall in boxing 


tnd will not countenance any such’ 


netlon by the boxers themselves. 
VALUE OF N.S.C. 


The -support of the National 
Sporting Club must have been 
valuable, for the Club is a most im- 
portant institution ogain and is 
completely respected and trusted by 
the public and everyone in boxing. 
It will, if all gocs well, do infinitely 
more for the game during the next 
few.years. It declines to put up a 
representative for election, perhaps 
in opposition to a boxer’s monnger 
or ‘a timekceper. 


A third source of antipathy is 
thut of the promoters of big shows, 
and only the existence of rivalry 
between some of them has’ pre- 
vented a point-blanic refusal by 
these promoters jointly to pay the 
Board's tax, instituted an year - or 
two ago, and known as “the five 
per cent.” . 

From all champlonship contests 
of Grent Britain, the Empire, Europe 
or the world taking place in this 
country 5 per cent. of the reccipts 
less tax are payable to the Board.

Route Army.: At the outbreak of the, 
present hostilities he “was charged 
with the defence of Shantung. He 
was 47 yeurs of age. : 


It is reported that Gencral Feng 
Yu-hsiang_telegriphed to Han_Fu- 
chu. some time ago and iirged hin 
to attend a military conference at 
Kulfeng, at which there were 160 
military Jeaders, believed to include 
Gencrals Chu Teh and Peng Te-huai, 
Gencral Han arrived in-an_ armoured 
car full of bodyguards. During the 
conference, General: Liu Chih berated 
Han for'his Jack of resistance, the 
Shantung general replying that the 
enemy was too strong.

DRIVER'S STATEMENTS 


The driver bad later made several. . 


statements to the pollec, He first. 
said he attempted to avoid’ two 
small boys who rnn across the road, 
and liad thus mounted the pavement 
and crashed Into the shop. He next 
said he attempted to dodge an old 
woman, and finnlly stated that he 
was not attempting to dodge anyone, 
but had run over the gravel and 
mounted the pavement. 
TraMc-Sergeant M, Clark said he 
arrived at the scene of the accident 
about 845 am. The pavement 
where the bus had mounted was 
about five or six feet wide, walle the 
part of the road Ieft open for traffic 
was from 15 to 18 feet wide.
